cuts. ' , 

Unless the student body votes In 
favor of a one dollar levy to supple- 
ment the present income of the 
S-R.C., The Sheaf, Saskatchewan's 
• Student. Publication will be forced 
to suspend publication on Friday, 
February 13.: ' 

In a budget meeting that lasted 
ovCT seven hours, ' . the S.R.C. 
reviewed its financial situation^ and 
cut the budgets of practically every 
directorate. The. original budgets 
submitted totalled an S.R.C.vleficlt 
of approximately 18,900. The esti- 
mated Income was. set at $17,300, 
leaving a deficit of $1,600, Art 
WakabayashI, head of the, finance 
committee, made proposals ,to the 
meeting Involving reduced costs of 
$2,700. bringing the deficit to a 
surplus of $1,100. 

Through hours of debate the 
directorate heads fought for the 
preservation of their own budgets. 
Most of the activities suffered only 
=^mlnor.;: reductions in tlielr- Income, 
' ■at all. •'.

Since 
these were the two directoratci that 
were substantially Increasing their 
expenses, they were , the central 
^rgets of attack. 

he MA.B. finally accepted a cut 
of from $1,500 to ' ^00, . with .the 
hope that the directorate could cur^ 
tali activities sufficiently to break 
even. If the . suggested levy goes 
through, they will receive a further 
$200. 

Art WakabayaslîFlhdicatÉd that 
a minimum of $700 was necessary 
as a surplus to be used as a cush- 
ion fund— needed to offset any un- 
foreseen deficits. in the operations 
of the S.R.C.By cutting The Sheaf 
to $4,500, the .cushion fund was 
reduced to $500. 

As a last resort. The Sheaf 
offered to take $4,000, but proposed 
that a referendum to obtain a $1 
per student. ad<Utio njri | dey y .. be- re 
commcnded.'*ÎF^ff?noî?ôbtalned, 
The Sheaf will have to bear' the 
brunt of the S.R.C.'s insolvency, 
and publication will be suspended 
on Friday, February 13.

Secularism Depicted 



S.C.M. Talk Stressés Need of 
Ecclesiastical Co-operation

he continued in the topic entitled 
|Intcr-crcdrfl Co-operation as 
Christian Response to Secularism. 

father Maclnnes came to' Mont- 
real lb give this talk and he also 
spoke to the Theological Students 
yesterday morning. 

Born and Bchçoled in Scotland, 
he spent three 'years at St. John's 
College in Edmonton and took 
philosophy at Oblate Seminary in 
Manitoba. At the Pontifiai Univer- 
sity in Rome he stMdled Theology, 
also taking post-graduate courses 
In Theology at Catholic University 
of A'mcrica in Washington, D.C. 

Father Maclnnes is at present 
Professor of Theology at Holy 
Rosary Sdiolastlcate in Ottawa 
where he has l>cen teaching for 
18 years.. Dtiring the summers, he 
is a chaplain with the RCAP and he 
has been stationed in many differ- 
ent places in this country. 

In his talk last night. Father Mac- 
lnnes first described secularism. 
He said that it had a practical out- 
look which excludes rclision from 
all Important concsrns ot life. Not 
that it denied tlie existence of God 



^^^^bus beliefs but that it con- 
sidered those beliefs unimportant 
in hiiman.affairs of modern society. 
Seculmi fitM fecentres ' its beliefs 
n^^dmj^^^Mt as existing in 

^'ile sâîd that secularism af feels 
education as witness the feeling 
that man's education should be' sep- 
arated from religion. Even ethics 
can, .be secularized so that .they are 
not founded' pn religiouis-prlncipïes 
but on common sense. Today/every- 
one is affected and -Influenced by 
secularism, he said. , . , 

Marxism answers [questions that 
secularism leaves una'riswcréd. Tbat 
forces some people to choose be- 
tween Marxism or religion as they 
need something definite to lean on, 
he continued. 

On Inter-credal co-operation, Fa- 
ther Maclnnes fcU, that such co-op-; 
eration was possible. With a com- 
mon goal in view, there would be 
a union of charity rather than a 
union of faith. The common goal 
would be towards bettering social 
conditions and encouraging a be- 
lief in God and other basic Christ 
tian ideas. He citçd'a few examples 
of such co-operation in U.S.A., 
England and Stockholm. 

Following •'his talk there was a 
question and discussion period.
